Ira Mosher, president of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, sounded ae challenge to 
management last night before 100 
prominent Atlanta industrialists at | 
a meeting sponsored by the Asso- | 
ciated Industries of Georgia at!

Stating the present basic issue | 
in this country is the 
choice of whether business enter- | 
prise shall return to its historic | 
freedom or whether government | 
shall guide the nation’s economy 
by rigid plan, Mosher told his au-.

“People don’t want to hear plati- | 
tudes. They want to know what,

wages,” he said. 

“People suspect management’s | 
good intent,” he added.

The Psychopathology 
Of Adolf Hitler 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route around

Apparently there is one man left in Germany who does not 
know what is going on, That man is Adolf Hitler. There are 
rumors that he was made deaf by the explosion on July 20, 1944, 
and perhaps no one wants to put the sad news in writing. Buta 
psychologist, reading his most recent appeal for resistance to the 
bitter end, and his promise that 1918 would not be repeated, might 
recall the way he reacted personally to defeat at that time. 

In October, 1918, Hitler, a lance corporal fighting in Flanders, 
was shell shocked and delivered to a hospital where he became 
blind. He was transferred, then, to a military hospital in Pasewalk 
in Pomerania, and it was there that he finally recovered his sight 
and began his fight against the armistice and the lost war. Later 
the story was that he had been gassed, and that his temporary 
blindness was due to this, but there is no such record, and many 
physicians testified (during the German republic) that his was a 
case of shell shock and hysterical blindness. He did not see what 
he did not wish to see, as today he does not hear what he does not 
wish to hear. 

If this story be accurate, as I believe it is, Hitler actually fore- 
saw defeat before the ordinary soldier—a blinding experience—but 
refused to accept it later when every German, from Ludendorff 
down, knew it had come. Hitler is a psychotic personality, and 
such repeat their experiences. Psychiatrists call this, I believe, a 
“compulsion neurosis.” The whole pattern of Hitler’s personality 
is a pattern of breakdown and recovery—defeat and miraculous 
victory. 

~ It was so in 1923, when his first putsch ended in 
New Tactic disastrous failure, and the republic only briefly 
imprisoned him M the fortress of Landsberg-am-Lech—by now per- 
haps in the hands of the Russians. It was there that he wrote 
Mein Kampf, and thought up an entirely different tactic—the cap- 
ture of the state by the democratic process and the use—or abuse-~ 
of “legality.” 

Nine years later, in the fall of 1932, facing the decline of the 
Nazi party, Hitler told his confidants, especially Goebbels, who has 
recorded it, that he would commit suicide. But Franz von Papen, 
taking revenge on his own successor to the chancellery, Gen. von 
Schleicher, and counting that Hitler was no longer really dangerous, 
actually pulled him into the chancellorship through the instrumen- 
tality of the senile President von Hindenburg. Defeat—and another 
miracle, 

The whole Nazi regime, previous to the outbreak of war, was 
marked by terrible crises, each one of which threatened defeat. In 
June, 1934, the break between the S. A. and the Reichswehr brought 
Hitler to the verge of doom. There again he allowed the situation 
to grow to terrible proportions, unable to make a decision. In the 
very last minute he made a terrible one. Dr, Goebbels, who until 
the last second had believed, and not without evidence, that Hitler 
would oppose the Reichswehr and support the S. A., almost lost his 
own head, and saved it only by accompanying Hitler to the Roehm 
execution. And now the Reichswehr—hitherto his strongest op- 


ponent in the Reich—saved him!

“It will be the duty of this committee 
to program American exports in relation- 
ship to the requirements of our own ci- 
vilian economy to make sure that their 
impact does not reduce our own capabili- 
ties to support our war effort and meet 
our own essential needs,” Byrnes said. 


“This must include consideration of our 
own reconversion needs after the defeat 
of Germany,” he told Crowley, who will 
be charged with reviewing’ “all commit- 
ments which either have been made by 
the United States or are under considera- 
tion, other than direct military lend-lease.” 


Once again Byrnes has shown an abil- 
ity to strike straight at the heart of a prob- 
lem which has confused the thinking of 
less capable men. The fact that CIO oppo- 
sition prevented his being accorded vice 
presidential honors is a source of contin- 
uing regret in the south. But southerners 
may take undiminished pride in his splen- 
did service to the nation ‘in its hour of 
crisis,

luteness, steadfastness, and fanaticism, these reserves will be over- 
come, as so often before.” 

Hitler’s proclamation registers nothing except his own manic- 
depressive psychosis—now again in the manic stage—and his faith 
in the repetition of a pattern.

Germany Sacrificed 
For Benefit of Japan? 


After careful consideration it becomes appar- 
ent that the only people in the world who can 
possibly benefit, even for a little while, by the 

national suicide now taking place inside Germany are the Japanese. 
Because it is evident that the longer it takes for the Allies to wind 
up the European conflict, the longer will be postponed the final, 
complete destruction of Japan. 

Certainly there is nothing to be gained for Germany or the 
Germans by prolonging the agony of the Reich. To them it only 
means more destruction of their cities and civilization, more death 
for tens of thousands of their people. They cannot hope either for 
victory or for an easy peace. Their fate is sealed and is being 
now administered to them. They can gain nothing at all, only 
suffer more, by every hour they continue to resist the inevitable. 

But, while we are busy in Europe, we can't bring fullest pressure 
to bear against Japan. So, Japan’s obliteration as a military power 
is, by that much, deferred. Just why the German people should 
be so willing to suffer and to die for the sake of the little yellow 
creatures is just another item of German mentality that mystifies 
sane people. If they get any comfort out of the idea, they are 
certainly earning it, the hard way. 


The present situation in regard to world 
strategy is fairly obvious. The way we 
have progressed in the Pacific, in fighting which must be assessed 
only as the preliminary tactical getting ready for the real assault 
on Japan and the Japanese, has brought us close to the position 
from which that major attack must be launched. We have, in other 
words, just about reached the stage there where we must build up, 
somewhere—probably in the Philippines—a tremendous army for 
thg conclusive battles against the yellow enemy. 

And the simple fact is that this country, great as it is, cannot 
produce the materiel and the men for conducting two major wars 
at the same time. We have to end the German resistance in Europe 
before we can turn our full attention to the Japs. 

One of the principal causes for realistic thinking is that we 
have just about reached the limit of our war production under the 
present system in America. (Of course, if congress would quit 
wasting time and pass a real “work-or-else” law, we could prob- 
ably turn out, each month, more of the equipment for war.) 


: There were proper hopes, at one time, 
Greater Consumption that the Germans would quit last fall. 
If they had done so, we would by now be ready for the big cam- 
paign in the Pacific. But the Huns didn’t quit. They haven't quit 
yet. And may not, for months. 

Meanwhile, our armies in Europe are using munitions, vehicles, 
tires and other things at a far faster rate even than anticipated. 
It is reported, from reliable sources, for instance, that consumption 
of artillery munitions in December, January and February, on the 
western front, was three times as great as anticipated. 

That is all right. Heavy use of artillery means/fewer casual- 
ties for the infantry. But it also means that we at home have to 
keep working, for all we are worth, to turn out those munitions. 

It ts the objective of supply, in such a war, to keep full stock- 
piles not too far behind the front. It is reported, now, that in 
some items these stockpiles have been depleted until the cargoes 
of replacements we send across the Atlantic are moved directly to 
the front as quickly as they can be unloaded. 

Our armies are performing miracles. No man 


It Is Up To Us can find fault either with the conduct of the 


war by the commanding officers, or with the fighting of the war 
by the men in the ranks. 

Any fault there is, if any, must lie at the door of the nation 
at home. For we are not doing our full duty until we are shipping 
munitions and supplies at such a rate they represent the full, loyal 
effort of every living soul and the utmost consumption of every 
ounce of steel and aluminum and cotton and wood and all the other 
materials we can make-or possess. 

Again, this places upon the conscience of every man or woman 
who participated in any strike or form of work stoppage a burden 
of guilt that must be bitter and heavy. Likewise, it must damn, 
within their own hearts, any manufacturing executive guilty of pro- 
voking such work stoppages or hoarding unnecessary labor or ma- 
terial or of otherwise hindering the national program. 

And, reverting to the opening theme, it must be pleasant for 
Germans who die, today, to know they are sacrificing life just 
for the temporary benefit of a nation of little yellow monkeys they 
have never seen.

No Ceiling Now 
On Military Optimism 


WASHINGTON.—War developments in Eu. 
rope, epitomized by the American First Army’s 
spectacular crossing of the Rhine, have now 

reached the stage where official checks are being remov from 
military optimism, 

For the first time since last fall some of our top-ranking military 
leaders are willing to predict an early ending of the war. The 
next great Allied offensive, they believe, will put an end to organ- 
ized German resistance. 

Whether that offensive is to come in a matter of days or- weeks 
remains to be seen, but when it does it will definitely mark the 
beginning of the end for Nazi Germany, these military sources say. 

Because of the false hopes that were raised at the time, President 
Roosevelt last fall clamped down an order against official state- 
ments predicting an @arly ending of the war. So far as known, 
that order has never been rescinded. But developments in the 
European theater have taken such a turn in recent days that offi- 
cial restraints haven’t been sufficient to hold military optimism in 
check. 

Military sources are now doing everything but set a date for the 
final end. Official optimism is running that high beneath the 
surface, though few open predictions are being made. 

It was not merely the crossing of the Rhine by Gen. Hodges’ 
First Army that set the experts bullish on the outlook. They had 
begun to feel that way several days before after it was apparent 
that great success was attending the new winter offensive of Gen, 
Eisenhower's Allied forces. 


Available statistics on Germany's re- 
Manpower Resources maining manpower resources, after 
being chewed up and badly mauled on the eastern and western 
fronts, is the thing that impresses military experts. An examina- 
tion of these statistics clearly shows that the jig is up for the 
Nazis, it is claimed, 

The Germans are supposed to have had some 80 divisions lined 
up on the westerh front last December, each averaging no more 
than half strength, or 8,000 men. After the Russian offensive be- 
came a serious threat, some 15 of these were transferred to the 
eastern front, leaving only 65 divisions in the west, all low strength. 

The Canadians are credited with cutting two of the divisions to 
pieces when they struck out in the north. At least two other di- 
visions were practically destroyed trying to stop the Americans at 
the Roer. 

Since Feb. 1, also, Allied forces in the west have captured an 
estimated bag of 150,000 prisoners. If allowance is made for one 
German killed or seriously wounded for every prisoner captured, 
which is regarded as a conservative estimate, then the tol! mounts 
to 300,000 men. 

Germany’s manpower problem is such that it is said to be hope 
less for her to provide replacements for these losses. 

Thus, the Germans must have lost about 40 of their 80 low. 
strength divisions in winter operations on the western front, not 
counting the 15 sent to bolster their weakened forces in the east. 
And the full story is yet to be revealed of how many of their men 
we and the British have trapped or eliminated in the drive to the 
Rhine, 


But even granting that the Germans have 20 or 
30 divisions more on the Rhine than these figures 
indicate, this is still not enough to stop the huge forces now at 
Gen. Eisenhower's command. 

We know something of what Hitler’s manpower problem is from 
the fact that we have captured prisoners who had been inducted 
into the German army only the day before, by their own admis- 
sion. He long has been scraping the bottom of the manpower 
barrel. 


Hence the high feeling.of optimism among the military experts 
that the next great Allied offensive will mark the end of the war 
in Europe. That offensive, which probably will be aimed at Berlin 
from both the east and the west, will be designed to bring an end 
to all organized German resistance. Somewhere in the north or 
middle of Germany two great Allied armies will meet to proclaim 
the end of the war—the Russians coming from the east and Amer- 
icans, British, Canadians and French from the west. 

The day cannot be far off, it is logical to assume.

New Deal 
To Blame 


Contrary to the tenor of many 
shrill cries of alarm, there is noth- 
ing new or unconventional in the 
demand of John L. Lewis for a 
royalty of 10 cents a ton or $60,- 
000,000 a year, payable, not to the 
individual coal miners but to the 
treasury of their totalitarian 
union. Neither was the idea orig- 
inal with Jimmy Petrillo, when, 
recently, in rowdy contempt for 
the War Labor Board and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, he insisted on a 
sales tax on recorded music which 
he expects to yield about $4,000,- 
000 a year, not to the musicians, 
but to his treasury. The precedent 
exists far back in union practice, 
notably in the needle trades, whose 
rulers are staunch New Dealers, 


The basic principle of the case, 
the right of unions to collect sales 
taxes on commodities payable, in 
the long run, by the consumer, has 
long been established, probably 
without the knowledge of the peo- 
ple. Whether this tax accrues to 
the individual who does the work, 
is shared by all members of a 
union or flows into a fund inac- 
cessible to them, is a secondary 
matter, loaded, however, with its 
own fascinating portents. 


These rights, or assumptions, 
existed in a small way and in 
desultory and imperceptible prac- 
tice before the New Deal. Since 
the New Deal began, however, 
they have been confirmed by rec- 
ognition. 

Lewis’ demand is in the pub- 
lic interest because it presents in 
shocking enormity the power of 
private organizations, subject to 
no income taxes and exempt even 
from the obligation to file reports 
of their income, to tax all the 
people, each in its own interest. 

Petrillo expects to reap $4,000,- 
000 a year to start, but hopes, by 
extending his sales tax to movie 
admissions, to run it up to $6,- 
000,000 a year, at least. He says 
it is his intention to hold the mon- 
ey until the fund reaches $100,- 
000,000 and then begin unemploy- 
ment payments to musicians 
thrown out of work by the me- 
chanization and repetition of mu- 
sic. Assuming that this would 
take 15 years, many of the dis- 
tressed musicians will be dead be- 
fore their unemployment benefits 
are released; and, granting Petril- 
lo’s argument that most of them 
will be thrown out of jobs very 
soon, it follows that most of them 
will take up other work and drop 
out of Jimmy’s union. Thus, by 
the time the $100,000,000 is ready 
for distribution, the membership 
might be down to no more than, 
say, 25,000, a possibility that sure- 
ly has not eluded men so shrewd 
and far-sighted as Petrillo and his 
counsel, Joe Padway, honored 
friends, both, and devoted follow- 
ers of Mr. Roosevelt. Or, under 
his constitution and with the ad- 
vice and counsel of Padway, he 
could expel all the surviving 
members and cut up the money 
with Padway and any others to- 
ward whom he might feel gen- 
erous. His constitution permits 
him to do this and no law forbids 
him. 

At any rate, Petrillo’s mere “in- 
tention” to use the money for un- 
employment benefits or cultural 
works in the sweet bye and bye 
is not legal and binding. It is 
just a momentary idea, subject to 
change at his own discretion, un- 
der the close and curious struc- 
ture of his union. So is the “in- 
tention” of John L. Lewis to use 
his sales tax of $60,000,000 a year 
for “modern medical and surgical 
service, hospitalization, insurance, 
rehabilitation and economic pro- 
tection.” Lewis is strong and will- 
ful and a consummate politician, 
as Franklin D. Roosevelt has 
learned in the touchy fingering | 
|of many bruises suffered in con-| 
'tests wifh one man who delights. 
to draw him into fights and has} 
licked him every time save 1940 | 
when Lewis supported Wendell | 
Willkie. ~He can do as he wills | 
with the money of the United) 
Mine Workers. In 1936 he gave'| 
enormously to Roosevelt’s cam-| 
paign, and in the formative years 
of the CIO the miners paid the 
expenses of organizing others. 

It is a weakness of ours that we 
always try to label some sstar- 
tling act or attitude as an “ism,” 
whether Fascism, Communism or 
Feudalism. Although Lewis is the 
total boss of the Mine Workers’ | 
Union, his conduct and his alli-| 
ances are so variable that no’ 
cliche remains applicable for long, 
unless it be “opportunism,” which 
is a rather loose fit, too. Even 
working miners who have tried) 
to fight him have felt his blows | 
and bowed to superior power. And, 
whether or not you believe it was 
a true case of cause and effect, a 
telegram from Lewis to Herrin, 
Ill., was followed by a massacre 
of: members of a rival union as 
frightful as some of the liguida- 
tions of Hitler and Stalin. 

We all know that unions are pri- 
vate organizations, but even law: 
'yers do not agree what does con- 
| stitute a union. We do know, 
however, that they have the pow- 
er now, if not the right, to col- 
lect sales taxes on every article 
of commerce that we use. Al- 
ready, clothing and chickens, and 
now coal, are on the list, and there 
are hidden sales taxes, collected 
from employers in the guise of 
'“contributions” to union welfare 
and vacation funds and “educa- 
tional” projects, enforced by con- 
tract and paid, in the end, but the 
consumers. 

But there fis no excuse for in- 
dignation against Lewis. He is 
only exercising a _ privilege of 
unions confirmed by the Roose- 
velt government and doggedly de- 
fended by Roosevelt henchmen in 
the senate. 

So if Lewis collects, say, $200.- 
000,000 in the next four years and 
spends it all in the next election 
that is, after all, not his doing, 
but Roosevelt’s. He could do this 
on the precedent of Roosevelt’s 
own PAC, as an “educational” 
project for the attainment of his 
stated purpose to “provide for the 
economic protection” of the min-| 
ers.

IN THE MARIANAS ISLANDS. 
(Delayed)—One thing that might 
help you visualize what life is like 
out here, is to realize that even a 
little island is lots bigger than you 
think, 


There are many, many _ thou- 
sands of Americans scattered in 
camps and at airfields and in train- 
ing centers and harbors over the 
three islands which we occupy 
here. 


Rarely does a man know many 
people outside his own special unit. 
Even though the islands are small 
by our standards, they’re big 
enough that the individual doesn’t 
encompass them by any means. It 
would be as impossible for one 
man to see or know everything on 
one of these islands as it would 
7: know everybody in Indianap- 
olis. 

You could live and work in your 
section, and never visit another 
section for weeks or months at a 
time, 

For one thing, transportation is 
short. We are still building fu- 
riously here, such fast and fan- 
tastic building as you never dream- 
ed of. Everything that runs is 
being used, and there’s little left 
over just to run around in for 
fun. 

And anyhow, there’s no place to 
go. What towns there were have 
been destroyed. There is nothing 
even resembling a town or city on 
these islands now. 
have been set up in improvised 


As we drove around one of the 
islands on my first day here, we

went through one of the Marianas 
towns that had been destroyed by 
bombing and shelli 1g.

But out here there is nothing like 
that. You are on an island, the na- 
tives are strange people, there’s no 
city and no place to go. If you 
had a three-day pass you’d prob- 
ably spend it lying on your cot.

For that reason the diversions 
supplied by the Army are even 
more important out here than in 
Europe. Before I left America I 
heard that one island out here had 
more than 200 outdoor movies on 
it. I thought whoever told that

But the guy wasn’tecrazy. These 
three Marianas islands have a to- 
tal of 233 outdoor movies on them. 
And they show every night. 

You can drive along and some- 
times you'll pass three movies not 
more than 300 yards apart. That’s 
mainly because there is not enough 
transportation to haul the men any 
distance, so the movie has to come 
to them, 


There is lots of other stuff pro- 


island there are 65 theater stages, 
where soldiers themselves put on 
“live’ shows, or where USO 
troupes can perform. 

In Europe it was a lucky bunch 
of soldiers who got their hands on 
a radio. Over here in these small 
islands, the Army has distributed 
3,500 radios, and they have a regs 
ular station broadcasting all the 
time, with music, news, shows and 
everything. 

The sports program is big. On 
one island there are 95 softball 
diamonds, 35 regular diamonds, 225 
vollyball courts and 30 basketball 
courts. Also there are 35 boxing 
arenas. Boxing is very popular. 
They've had as high as 18,000 men 
watching a boxing match: 

In addition to all this program, 
which is deliberate and supervised, 
the boys do a lot to amuse them- 
selves. 

Just as an example, the coral 
sea bottom inside the reef around 
these islands abounds ‘with fan- 
tastic miniature marine life, weird 
and colorful.

American League 
Opens April 16

CHICAGO, March’ 13.—(UP)—The 


1945 American League sched- 


ule, which returns to the old custom of having the season open in 
Washington a day in advance of other cities and which calls for more 
team miles of travel than last year, was released tonight. 


The official opening will be be-, 


between the Senators and New 
York Yankees at Washington 
April 16 with a possibility that 
President Roosevelt will throw 
out the first ball. 

Although the schedule calls for 
19 more trips and 6,470 more team 
miles of travel than in 1944, Pres. 
William Harridge explained to the 
United Press that the 25 per cent 
reduction called for in the volun- 
tary program which baseball sub- 
mitted to the Office of Defense 
Transportation would be achieved. 
The saving will be in man miles 
rather than team miles. 

“The clubs have been ordered 
during a short trip to take only 
players who probably will play; 
the umpires will work in one town 
longer, and the elimination of the 
All-Star game which keeps play- 
ers, fans and‘writers off the road 
—will in total reduce traveling by 
25 per cent at the end of the sea- 
son,” Harridge said. 

A spokesman for J. Monroe 
Johnson, director of the ODT, said 
he assumed the increase in the 
1945 schedule was team miles 
rather than man miles and added: 

“We have no reason to believe 
that major and minor leagues will 
not be able to cut their passenger 
miles totals by at least 25 per cent 
this season.” 

The 1945 schedule calls for a to- 
tal of 247 trips, 19 more thmn in 
1944, and a total of 91,391 team 
miles, 6,470 more than last year. 
The restoration after a year’s ab- 
sence of the Washington advance 
opener added 650 miles to the 


‘schedule as the Yankees will re- 


turh to New York the next day to 
open at home against Boston. In 
the other April 17 openers Chi- 
cago will be at Cleveland, Detroit 
at St. Louis and Washington at 
Philadelphia. 

Chicago, Detroit and _ Boston 
will open their home _ seasons 
April 20 with the Browns,: Indians 
and Senators the respective oppo- 
sition. 

Night baseball again unlimited, 
a total of 123 arc-light games have 
been scheduled. The Browns, 1944 
pennant winners, have more than 
half of their 77 home games sched- 
uled at night—43. The Senators 
will play 38 night games and Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and Philadelphia 
have scheduled 14 each. In addi- 
tion there will be 12 twilight 
games—seven at Detroit, four at 
Washington and one at Philadel- 
phia. 

The season will close Sept. 30.

Whole Nation 


Feels Sting of 
Meat Shortage

CHICAGO, March 13.—(UP)— 
The worst meat shortage since the | 
‘start of the war has cleaned out | 
| butchers’ counters from one end 
_of the United States to the other. 

A United Press survey tonight 
revealed that in nearly every sec- 
tion of the country, the better 
grades of meat—beef, pork, veal 
and lamb—have disappeared. Pro- 
ducers, wholesalers and retailers 
agreed gloomily that months may | 


| 


| will be on the counter. | 
A familiar spiral of events re- 
peated itself in the meat pictyre. | 
Customers thwarted in their hunt | 
‘for fresh meat swamped retailers 
| with demands’ for fish. As fish be- 
|} came scarce under the impact of 
| the new consumer pressure, the 
‘scramble switched to _ poultry. 
|That in turn led to a loeal War 
Food Administration order in one 
‘part of the country—at Pitts- | 
burgh—establishing priorities for | 
| poultry supplies, with hospitals 
first on the list and civilians last. 
|RUNS ON SUPPLIES 
| In places where a housewife 
'could still find some meat, it was 
mainly cold cuts and canned and 
luncheon meats. Runs on supplies 
of these, forecasting their early 
| disapperance, were reported. 

New York city reported that ci- 
| Vilians could find practically no 
| pork and little veal or lamb. The 
city was reciving half its normal 
beef supply. The meat trade in- 
stitute reported that less than 5.- 
000,000 pounds of meat per week 
| Was available for home use, com- 
pared with a normal consumption 
of 20,000,000 pounds. 

The institute said the situation 
had been aggravated by the worst 
black market in the country. It 
estimated that 90 per cent of meat 
in the city was moving into retail 
channels at above-ceiling prices 
and that 1,000,000 pounds a week 
sold without ration points. 
DALLAS SHORTAGE 

At the er end of the coun- 
try, San Francisco reported a 
slight improvement since mid- 
January, when the shortage hit its 
peak of the war. In the heart of 
the cattle country, Dallas, Texas, 
reported that throughout south- 
west areas the shortage was un- 
precedented. 

Many butchers have started 
closing their stores for various 
days of the week and others were 
reported “just hanging on and 
hoping.” At Cleveland, Ohio, re- 
tailers dealing exclusively in 
meats may have to close in large 
numbers within the next few 
weeks, it was reported, because 
sales are down so far they aren't 
covering the rent. 

The shortage has hit civilians 
dining out just as it has home 
diners. Restaurants in southern 
United States, famous for their 
good food, were sending buyers 
out to scour 15 to 20 places daily. 
Menus have suddenly blossomed 
out with new fish, poultry and 
vegetable dishes. One chef in Ra- 
leigh, N. C., said “We’re learning 
to make tasty dishes out of stuff 
first-class hotels used to throw 
away — chicken livers, brains, 
lungs and hearts.” 
LUNCHSTANDS CLOSING 

Quick lunchstands were closing 
everywhere, as were barbeque pits 
and hamburger shops. | 

Generally, there was a tendency | 
to accept the pangs of meat hun- | 
ger as one of the painful necesst- | 
ties of war.

If you were discharged 
or released because of an actual 
service-incurred injury or _ disa- 
bility, you can qualify without a 
total of 90 days service. 
But in counting length of sérv- 
ice, you can’t include, under cer- 
tain conditions, time spent in an 
Army Specialized Training pro- 
gram or a Navy College Training 
program, or as a cadet or mid- 
shipmen at one of the service 
academies. 

Don’t worry too much about 
this, unless your ASTP or NCTP 
training was a continuation of a 
course you took in civil life. Even 
then, if you didn’t complete the 
course in the service, you can 
count the time spent when you 
figure your length of service. 

I’ve said you can pick your 
course and also can select your 
school from a long list of approv- 
ed schools and institutions. The 
Veterans’ Administration, which 
administers this educational sec- 
tion of the BI Bill, won’t inter- 
fere—but it will help you in your 
selection, if you ask for help. If
